The figures set forth in the ac- 
companying table are significant, 
showing as they do that new pas- 
Senger car registrations in the thirty 
important cities, usually accounting 
for about one-fourth of all the sales | 
in the country at large, scored a 
75.1 per cent. increase over Novem- 
ber, 1927, and an eleven months’ 
gain of 183 per cent. over that 
period of the preceding year. 

It will be noted that, led by De- 
troit with a 201.3 per cent. sales 
increase, ten cities more than 
doubled last year’s sales in this 
month—Detroit, Buffalo, Roch-
